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THE CONVENTION AND 1TS WORK. . 


The convention, it will not be denied, 
will have to be careful and prudent in 
forming a new constitution. Two 
objects alone should govern the mem- 
bers. First, the good of the people 
should be consulted, and second, a cor- 
stitution must be made that the people 
will ratify. It is possible that they may 
accomplish the first, and fai] in the 
latter. If so, all their work is 80 much 
time and money spent for sothing. We 
confidently hope, and feel satisfied that 
the wise men who compose the body 
will mee the wishes of a majority of 
the people on both propositions. We 
have not a'gingle doubt that. in what- 
ever theydo, the controling idea will 
be for che protection and good of our 
citizess,and there is far more danger in 
mating a failure on the ratification 
than on the constitution. It is our duty 
30 look the truth square in the face, 
yand any quegtiop not material to the 

genera: ti WP our people should nct 
be captiously altered in th® present 
constitution. Inthe recent vote on the 
call of this convention, forty-two thou- 
send people out of a vote of about 
ninety thousand, cast their ballote 
against the ca'l of a convention. It is 
fair to presume, therefore, to begin 
with, that there is a nucleus of forty-two 
thousand voters in this state who will 
oppose any CODBiitution made by the 
convention. In other words, we fina 
in the state not less than forty-two 
thousand men who favor the present 
constitution with all its defects. It is 
not probable that this number will 
be decreased by any action of 
the co. vention. If the convention 
should adjourn today with a single 
change in the present constitution of 

the objectionable feature in the pre-~ 
amble, and submit the constitution so 
changed to the people to be voted on, 
the radical party in the state would 
vote against it. It may be safely as- 
sumed then that do what we will in 
frarhing a good constitu'ion, we must 
expect to find the radical vote opposed 
to ratification. Then i' we add votes 
to this number by making enemies vi 
the homestead men; if we lose votes On | 
the question of representation,taxation, 
the removal of the capital, and the va- 

rious questions to be acted on by the 
convention, it is certain to be defeated 

before the people. There is not a sin- 

gle important measure before this boay 

that cannot be properly bandled by. 
the conyention so as to benefit our. 
people, and ats the same time be en- 
dorsed by a majority of the voters. 
This cannot be done by evailing a y 

responsibility on these questions. The 

convention represents the people. As 
the president stated a few days since, 


they are the people, and are expected 


_« to perform the duties assigned to them 


80 as to result in good and receive en+ 
dorsement. Certainly nothing shoul 
be left out of the constitution that wil 
@id strength to ratification. It is th 
prevailing sentiment with many mem- 
bets to leave the location of the capita 


tion be determined by a vote of the 
people separately submitted. So far as 
we are concerned, we have no objec- 
tion to this plan, provided it is fairly 
done; but suppose it is left out of the 
constitution and submitted as sug- 
gested above, will this add any 
votes to ratification ? Suoppose 
the convention make a good constitu 
tion and léave the clanse locating the 
capital as it isin the present constitu- 
tion. Are we tounderstand that tor this 
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quisition, and the people of Georgia 
may look with confidence to the result 
of the deliberations of the gentlemen 
whose names appear therein. Various 
resolutions were read and appropriately 
ieferred, and henceforth we may ex- 
pect the business of the body to xu on 
smoothly and harmonionslv.

The bishop 
himself and other clerical witnesses 
were crogs-examilbed elaborately and 
large numbers of papal documents, de- 
crees of the various councils, the eney- 
clical ietter of the pope, etc., were 
introduced by the defendaut for the 
purpose of showing that the parochial 
schools were inangurated and conduct- 
ed for purposes hosfile to free institu-

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THE GREEK FIZZLE. 


ihe Ministry Bought up by English 
In fluences. 


Lonpon, July 13. —The adjournment 
of tne Greek chamber is believed to 
mean that the king with the aid of 
British influence has gained the ascens 
dency over the war party, and that for 
the present at least apprebensions of 
Greek participations against ‘Turkey 
will not be realized, as the participa- 
tion of Greece would undoubiedly have 
been a further complication of the east- 
ern situation. This result will be wel- 
comed by those who hve feared the 
failure of attempts ‘o local'ze the war. 
On the other hand it is probable taat 
the friends of Russia, especally ti 
British liberals, will see in the attitude 
of Greece a further step of/ the 

british cabinet in diréction 
of antagonism to Rassia; th will 
argue that as the Candris ministry was 
lorme’ purely for the emergency, at 
the demand of those who desired anti- 
Turkisi measures, the adjourument of 
the chamber without action must have 
been induced by very forcible repre- 
sentatives on the part of England. It 
is highly probabie that British 1n- 
fluence has been a strong support to 
the peace policy of the king, but not 
necessarily in a sense hostile to, Russia, 
aud possibly without the knowledge of 
the British ministry. The time fr 
Greek action has hardly ar- 
rived yet, and as Greece looked 
ratuer to England than Russia as ber 
natural, protector, it may be that the 
strained and uncertain relatious be- 
tween the great? powers has checked 
the attitude which, a month ago, 
threatened to drive Greece into im- 
mediate hostilities. HKvena cabinet as 
strong in public favor as the present 
one, could hardly withdraw safely from 
the embarrassment of havirfg a war 
with furkey on its hands, when the not 
im possible event of British intervention 
against Russia should come to pass. 
The recognition of such a possibility by 
tue Greeks does not necessarily bring 
it nearer.

THE CHAPLAIN —EECONSIDERATION. 

Mr. WRIGHT. Mr. President, 1 rise 
to move the reconsideration of 80 much 
of the journal of yesterday as relates to 
the question of chaplain.

Lf, therefore, 
my iriend trom Morgan, [Mr. Hit | 
enteriains such sentiments I have a 
very high respect for him and doubt 
not they arise, as most doubts do, from 
an effort to arrive at the truth. but 
when he tries to vive the character of 
the = individnal tu this con- 
vention ] repudiate it. 
W ben he says that he doubts that any- 
thing is accomplished by prayer, it is 
his doubtand not that of this assembly. 
[Applause.] While this goveriment, 
in its ordinary capacity recognizes no 
sect, vet gentlemen are very much Mmis- 
taken who think these are not Cliristian 
yoverninents. The goveroment 9i the 
United States and of the state vt Geor - 
gia are founded upon the precepts ot 
Moses, which he received, or pretended 
to receive, 00 Mount Sinai. Aud i be 
lieve that Georgia will recognize, in the 
constitution that she 1s about to turn, 
that this is to be a Christian, and not a 
heathen, government. Upon what 
principle is it that you propose to put 
down Mormouisw, lor it is a part of the 
religion of those who practice it? Ii 
is because our ideas of right and wrony 
exclude the idea of poiygamy. The 
religion of the Turk is taken from the 
Koran and he, too, has a plurality of 
wives. 

I do not care to discuss this question 
at length for every representative here 
agrees with me that our governmeut is 
a Christian government . and is 
founded upon the principles 
ot Lhe Christian religion.

W hiie it pleased our Heavenly Father 
touse him asa scourge of the despor 
tisms then oppressing men, and 
it seemed that no power could 
withstand him, when it came time 
to put him away he was laid away as 
yeutly as the foud mother laysher baby 
to sleep. The very last battle that he 
fought was a contradiction of his sen- 
timent. He had then more troops and 
heavier artillery than his opponents, 
but it seemed as if by some inter- 
position of Providence he was defeated. 
do day, sir, we read that one of the 
best armies now in Asia has been de- 
teated by one of Jess number and very 
inferior resources. 

But, sir, 1 do not care to discuss this 
question at length. A “formality” it 
will be upon the part of a gieat many, 
bul, as | remarked before, there will be 
come who will earnestly engage in the 
exercise, and for the sa«ce of the exam 
pie of those who have gone befere us, 
and the teachings cf the past, I hope 
it will be done.

We are making the 
fundamental law under which the peo 
pie of Georgia are to be goVerned for 
years, perhaps ages, If it is enacted 
with wisdom we shall see our grand 
old state rise iike the Phoenix from its 
ashes and reach the pusitien-1o wlich 
she is entitled. Our effort should be 
to make her in the future, «6 
in the past, the admira- 
ation, not only of her surrounding sis- 
ters, but of the whole country.

Mr. WRIGHT. From your remarks 
of yesterday. 

Mr. HILL. I supposed from the re- 
mark that I quoted yesterday from Na- 
poleon. My feelings, sir, are liberal to- 
ward all sects of meu. | would not 
agree to let any set of men placea 
Methodist, a Missionary Baptist, or one 
such as my friend here claims fellow- 
ship with, or an Episcopalian, or Uni- 
tariat, ia that desk to tne exclusion gf 
allotaers. And°if vou wili do this 
thing, I hold that each of these Chris- 
tians. and the Jew as well, has a right 
to his representative at that desk. [t was 
in no parsimonious spirit that I op-~ 
posed the proposition on yesterday. It 
was given out here by ais own frends 
or gathered trom the first resolution 
upon the subject that an aged anl 
athicted minister was to be thus pro- 
vided for and compensated. Now, | 
have no objection to the charity, but he 
necessarily belongs to some one of these 
denomimations, and ‘I shall oppose the 
employment of one of them to the ex 
clusion of all others. if that be irre- 
ligious,then I am irreligious. But 
there are ministers here who approve 
of whatI did on yesterday and who 
have come to me and thanked me for 
it—and some of them very closely al- 
lied in taith with my friend, ‘They are 
Hard-shell Baptists. My honored father 
was a clerk io one oi those churches for 
more than fiity years and | think | 
should know something about Hard- 
shell Buptisis. But, with the spirit of 
the revolutionary fathers he 
taught me to be the © slave 
of no-charch po ver or intoierance, but 
to keep church spirit separate from the 
other ailairs of society, and to render 
unto Cresar the things that are Ceesar’s, 
and to Ged the tuings that are God’s. 

It does seem to me that in this mat- 
ter of forming a secular yovernment 
for civil purposes, this convention does 
well to keep itself distinct from all re 
ligious alliances. I will revert to one 
idea, and I get it from the gentleman’s 
speech, Which is this: In the preamble 
of the present constitution are words 
ascribing to the author of all good 
the establishment of good yoy 
ernment: If that be correet, | would 
ask the gentleman who is the author of 
bad yovernment ? Who iw the author 
of the goyérnment of the Turks, whose 
army and light arullery, the gentleman 
inijorms us, has just won a battle? [| 
thank God that the unbeheviog Turk 
has been able by some means to defy 
the Russian whe, if 1 under- 
stand the issue, are seekiay to overs 
run a weak peopie. 1 sympathise 
with this weak people. And,if it was 
not painful to revert to things in our 
recent hissory [ would like to ask the 
ventleman a question or two. Why, 
sir, wheu the siate of Georgia separated 
h-rsel{ from the union, and sought to 
establish another alliance, was that a 
wrong ? What says my friend 
with the hight of history 
before him? There are men who say 
that it was wicked and wrong and thai 
the effort failed to receive the favor of 
Providence upon this account. Why, 
sir, its success was the coustant bur- 
den of the people’s prayers for years 
and its failure 18 a theme of constant 
lamentation throughout this section of 
the country. According to the 
theory of the yentleman it was 
wrong, or Diyine aid would have been 
given toit. I have been.in the habit of 
thinking that it was due to 
the organized power of 
a strong government, having five men 
to one, that Sherman and Grant and 
other federal generels were able to 
overrun the south. 

Bui, to come back to the question, | 
shall insist that, if this convention is to 
have a chaplain no sect is to be neglect- 
ed Let us alternate them every 
morniug until me get through the list. 
Shalla Methodist preacher, or a Catho- 
lic priest, be calledin every morning to 
onen this convention with prayer? 
Why, sir, there are some people who 
think that the grand old religion of 
Rome is no religion atali! I remember 
that in the tirst congress there sat 
the venerable Charies Carroll, of 
Carrollton, who was a Catholic and 
oue of the noblest patriots of the age. 
And there was the author of the decla- 
ration of independence, whom the 
ventleman knowsas well as myself was 
not very rigid in his religious views. 
I must maintain this position, and if 
we would entitle ourselves to the re- 
spect of the people of Georgia, let us 
show no preference to one sect over 
anpther, but. let us invite Christian 
ministers of every denomination to 
come and let us listen to them when 
they put up petitions for our right 
guidance and improved wisdom. 

When the.gentleman ascribes to 
me an irreligious character, he does not 
know me, for, while 1 belong to no 
religious sect, there are those who be 
li-ve that Ll devote more time to the 
siud, of religion than a majority of 
men professing a faith do. If my com- 
munien is with nature and in her 
yrooves and solitudes | seek to know 
mv Creator, it is not in keeping to call 
me an irreligious man. The distinciion 
is wide. Look atthat beautful pattern 
of devotion, the Mohammedan, who, 
with his face turned toward Mecca, 
three times a day, ulters his aspira~ 
tions to God. Prostrate on the earth 
at sunrise, at noon, and with the  fare- 
well of day -he repeats his devotions. | 
lle may be wrong in his 
faith, but he is not irreligious. I have 
great respect lor geutiemen of a taith 
requiring manly character, and chival- 
ry to abide by it, but alljthe}views pre~ 
sented by the gentleman do nut change 
my idea that it would be wrong to re 
verse the action of the house ou yester- 
day. If, sir, with my latest breath; IJ 
could call down the choicest blessing 
of Heaven upon my country, it would 
be that God should forever keep it fre~ 
from religious bigotry and intolerance.

THE LUCALESS SIEGE, 


Muhktar Pasha Rides Into HKars— 
The Condition ot the Garrison— 
Like Niesics, Kars Will be SBevic- 
tuxled. 


Lonpon, July 13.-A Times special 
dispatch from Kars, July 8tk, says: 
Yesterday Muhktar Pasha, with eign- 
teen field and six mountain guns, 500 
regular aud 3,500 irregular cavalry and 
thirty battalions of intamtry, advanced 
from Kirkbunar to Wahiran Kale, 8 
miles south of Kars, and this morning 
Mubhktar Pasha rode in, leaving his 
forces entrenched at Wahiran Kaie. 

Sir Arnoid Ke nball, the British mip- 
istry attachee, also came in, and went 
over to the batteries on Karadagh re- 
dvubt, the easternmost position. Yes~ 
terday there was very heavy firing on 
both sides, .The Russian heady uarters 
are at Zaim, 8 niles to the northeast but 
their batteries are advanced to within 4 
thousand yards east. The Turkish 
loss during the siege has been trifling, 
that of the Russians is unknown. Their 
fire was must accurate, and for some 
davs has been overwhelming. Over 
2,000 shells from fifteen and eighteen 
centimeter guns were throw n into this 
place inone day. Muhktar Pasha pro- 
poses to interest himself and revictual 
Kars for the winter, At present it is 
well supplied with stores and ammuni- 
tion, and pricesare cheaper than in 
Erzeroum.

The chief officers of the Irish Catholic 
Union are at Sc. Patrick’s hall, where 
the various sections of the city come 
to receive their orders and return to 
their lodge rooms.

THE POLICE,

Several parties 
endeavored to protect him, and a fur- 
ther row took place, during which the 
man, whose name is not known, was 
shot three times in the temples, 

KILLING HIM INSTANTLY. 

The police have just marched down 
to disperse the crowd. Her majesty’s 
sixteenth regiment at Halifax has been 
telegraphed to start for this city should 
troops be needed. The arrivals by 
train from all poivts are smaller than 
usual. 

The name of the man killed is Hicks. 
He was care-taker of premises on St, 
James street.
